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OPERATION "TERMITE" 


If an average American were asked to infiltrate an organization, the chances are he 
wouldn't know where to begin. To communists, however, infiltration is a basic tool of the trade. 
And evidence is piling up that under the smokescreen of co-existence communists are stepping up 
use of this tool to influence labor unions, community organizations and political parties in 
virtually every country of the free world. 


In recent months thousands of American community leaders have been startled to find them- 
selves on the mailing list of the Communist Party for the first time in their lives. At the same time 
a local group of a national public affairs organization is reported to have found itself so infiltrated 
with Reds, it voted itself out of existence to avoid becoming a communist front. 


On the world front, communists are increasing the activities of the World Federation of 
Democratic Youth, the World Federation of Trade Unions and the World Peace Council to dupe an 
increasingly larger number of people into supporting the world leadership of the Soviet Union. 
Meanwhile, in countries such as Indonesia and Chile they are pushing united front movements in 
which they expect fellow communists to be the real leaders. 


Return To 1934-1939 Policies 


Any doubts that the co-existence policy had changed major communist aims have been dis- 
pelled by M. Z. Saburov's October Revolution anniversary speech November 6, 1954. Saburov 
praised the "all-conquering teachings of Marx, Engels, Lenin and Stalin", and confirmed com- 
munists' determination to overcome all obstacles on the road to the fulfillment of "their great 
historic mission." 


That kind of talk is just about what the Reds were saying during the "popular front" period 
before World War Il. In fact, the shift to co-existence, now hailed as a new Malenkov policy, is 
little more than a return to basic Marxism-Leninism which governed communist behavior prior to 
World War II. This period, especially from 1934 to 1939, was one of co-existence (announced by 
Stalin on December 2, 1927), unrestricted trade, Red plots to "liberate" colonial and dependent 
countries, united or popular political fronts and wholesale infiltration. 


This era of "communist termites", of "boring from within", of setting up the necessary pre- 
conditions for proletarian revolution in free countries of the world has returned. But there is one 
major difference. Then the Reds ruled 190,000,000 people and the Soviet Union was an industrial 
and military weakling. Today, they rule 800,000,000 people and control the world's largest army 
and air force and second largest navy. 








What Are Communists' Aims? 


As "Pravda", of November 6, 1954, points out, Marxist- Leninist theory states that the 
transition from capitalism to socialism in a given country is only possible when certain "pre- 
conditions for such a transition have reached a mature stage; then a proletarian revolution becomes 
an urgent and irresistible historical necessity for the peoples of that country." 


In communist logic that means that every force — diplomacy, trade, sports, spies, political 
agitators and fraternal Communist Party members — must be directed toward helping to create the 
necessary preconditions and toward positions of power from which they can lead the proletarian 
revolution when the break occurs. 


That's where infiltration comes in. The act of infiltrating an organization has two goals: 
1) to influence the group to support Red aims; and 2) to gain control of the group by establishing 
Reds or fellow travellers in key positions. 


Who has to watch out for infiltration tactics? U. S. Communist Party chief William Z. 
Foster has listed the main targets for infiltration here as "trade unions, Negro groups, peace or- 
ganizations, youth clubs, women's organizations, farmers' movements." But the communists are 
out for bigger game. Their long-range plan calls for taking over political control of the United 
States. 


The plan, announced in "Political Affairs", of March 1954, called for defeating the Repub- 
licans in 1954 and 1956, influencing the election of candidates in the Democratic Party, and 
finally destroying the Democratic Party by forming a farmer-labor united front party which they 
hope will put a communist in the White House. 


Fantastic? Radio Moscow Doesn't Think So 


Radio Moscow, on October 25, commented that American Communists already were "appeal- 
ing to the farmers' and workers’ organizations to use their influence inside local branches of the 
Democratic Party" and that they were exerting pressures “to prevent the nomination by the Demo- 
cratic Party of extremely reactionary candidates." 


But the American Reds didn't stop there. Now the elections are over (and for one reason or 
another a number of strong anti-communists have been defeated), they are moving ahead with their 
program. The "Daily Worker", of November 14, reports a movement is underway to encourage 
"independent labor policies and activities within the Democratic Party which will inevitably collide 
with the entrenched interests of the machine" and sets forth their next major target as the next 
primary elections. 


"At this stage," the paper states, “it is easier for independent forces to defeat a party 
machine in the primaries than it is to beat the two major party machines through an independent 
candidacy at a general election." 


That's the master plan for Red infiltration in the United States. 1) Penetrate and influence 
labor, farmer and other organizations which can influence the election of candidates at primary 
elections. 2) Back up those candidates by building precinct political machinery, a move also 
suggested by the "Daily Worker". 3) Carry on infiltration to gain control of organizations which 
have economic or political power in the United States. 


That's the Plan — But What Are the Tactics? 


Designation of any group for communist infiltration does not mean that the group already has 
been infiltrated or even that it is being influenced. Few groups have fought harder to defend 
themselves from infiltration than have the major labor unions. In fact, the Party's political 
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strategist, Claude Lightfoot, has admitted the Reds have failed at infiltration more often then they 
have succeeded. What the plan does mean, however, is that the Reds are stepping up their ef- 
forts to infiltrate certain organizations. In an era of "co-existence" they think they have a better 
chance of success than they did during the era of cold war. 


How do Reds infiltrate an organization? The pattern is simple. In cases where the object 
is merely to influence, they send pamphlets to members' homes, they hold meetings and discus- 
sions where their ideas are presented, they try to involve group leaders in communist front ac- 
tivities, they publish articles in magazines likely to be read by group members. 


In cases where control as well as influencing is the goal, they join sections of the organi- 
zation in which they think they can rise quickly to positions of leadership. They work more 
vigorously for the group's aims than anyone else. Once leadership is achieved, they veer the 
group to support Red programs. If the group's goal is peace, they tie it in with support of trade 
with the Soviet Union or the banning of all nuclear weapons. 


How are these secret communists who are trying to gain control of an organization to be 
detected? There is no pat answer to that question. The best indicator is that whenever a question 
about Soviet Union policy or the rights of the Communist Party comes up, they'll usually argue in 
favor of the policy and the Party. The best defense, however, consists in giving your organiza- 
tions such vigorous, alert and informed leadership that communists won't have a chance to move up 
to a top position if they try. 


In the fight against infiltration there is no substitute for vigilance. The easiest Red pickings 
are groups where members are too busy to attend meetings or are overly willing to turn responsibility 
over toa leader. As the Reds already have announced, their next major target will be primary 
elections when a minimum number of people vote. 


A NEW TASK FOR RED SCHOOLS 


Sweeping changes are taking place in the Soviet school system. Red teachers are being or- 
dered to cut down their teaching of the Russian language, arithmetic, history and geography. At 
the same time, courses in technical subjects and in physical training are being rapidly increased. 


Minister of Education |. A. Kirov explains these changes by saying the Soviets now are in- 
stituting universal secondary education for the first time. From now on the average Soviet youth 
will stay in school three years longer (until he's about 17 instead of getting out at 14 as in the 
past) and the new courses will train them to become better industrial producers, better Red Army 
men, and better students in higher technical schools. 


Behind these changes, however, lies a fundamental shift in school training which will 
directly affect future communist industrial and military power. These, in turn, have a direct bear- 
ing on the communists' co-existence policy. 


For years the most serious drawback to increased Soviet industrial production has been a 
shortage of skilled workmen and trained plant managers. "Pravda", as recently as October 31, 
1954, was complaining that the slow rise of labor productivity in communist factories has been due 


to the lack of skilled workers and managers, and urged more concern with the "task of raising 
labor productivity." 


The Production Race 


Ever since 1928 when the communists started to industrialize the Soviet Union under the Five 


Year Plans, their long-range goal was to out-produce the United States. In fact, the slogan of 
the first Five Year Plan was, "Overtake and Pass America."

To make sure they had the best in steel making facilities — the heart of every industrial 
nation — their heavy steel complex was planned on American models and built in the early 1930's 
largely by American engineers. Their steel industry as well as many other Soviet industries were 
rebuilt and expanded after World War II with equipment, such as rolling mills and even complete 
steel plants, shipped from the U. S. 


Yet, Soviet steel production in 1953 was only 38,000,000 tons (according to their own 
figures), and a goal of only 44,000,000 tons is set for 1955. U. S. steel producing capacity has 
now risen to well over 100,000,000 tons a year, or three times the Soviet output. 


The new courses in Soviet schools may change that ratio, now so favorable to the United 
States. For in increasing the required number of years of schooling and in boosting training in 
technical subjects, the communists are copying a switch from classical to technical subjects 
begun in America in the early 1900's. That switch equipped Americans to become the outstanding 
producers and managers in the world. 


Production and Co-existence 


The communists have impelling economic reasons to boost agricultural as well as industrial 
production. They're under pressure to pay off on their promises of higher living standards to the 
Soviet peoples. They need more goods of all kinds to back up their highly propagandized 
campaign for more East-West trade. 


But even more significant is this comment from "Pravda", of November 2, 1954, "Lenin 
taught that labor productivity is, in the long run, the most important and the main thing for the 
victory of a new social order." Lenin's actual words in 1919 were, "Capitalism can be utterly 
vanquished and will be utterly vanquished by the fact that socialism creates a new and much higher 
productivity of labor." 


Up to now our superior schools have helped to give America unchallenged leadership in in- 
dustrial productivity. The sweeping changes in Soviet schooling are a move to narrow that margin 
of advantage. They are a move toward what the communists hope will be a Soviet Union which 
can "Overtake and Pass America" in productivity. 


From now on we can expect the Reds more and more to use claims of communists’ "superior 
productive system" and "superior social system" in their overseas propaganda. Their aim: to con- 
vince underdeveloped lands that they would be better off by joining the communist "peace camp" 
which they falsely claim places human welfare above everything else and has developed the best 
social-economic system to bring increased material benefits to the people. 


In the months to come Red propaganda claims of superior productivity will be a major phase 
of the expanding "peaceful competition" program — itself a major part of Malenkov's co-existence 
policy. It does not appear that this challenge can be met successfully by weak or defensive 
measures alone. 


RED TRADE EXPANDS 


"The Economist", of London, recently stated that "some wooly thinking on East-West trade 
is creeping in again" and reported that the deputy president of the Associated British Chambers of 
Commerce had said, "the biggest short-term hope for expansion of overseas markets lay in an in- 
crease in East-West trading." 


The Moscow communists, in reporting that their foreign trade had jumped 30 per cent during 
the first half of this year, made a special mention that the Soviet Union was having "much more 
trade with Britain this year. Early in the year Britain contracted to supply the Soviet Union with 
several hundred million rubles worth of ships, equipment for shops, power plants, metal-cutting 
tools, equipment for food and textile industries, and wire cable."

The Reds added that they now are “engaged in commerce with more than 50 foreign states in 
all parts of the world" and ground is being laid to widen trade exchanges with Canada, Japan and 
other countries. They said they are importing mainly ships, industrial goods, foods and textiles 
while exporting grains, timber, petroleum, raw materials and some machinery . 


The Political Effect of Red Trade 


The Moscow Reds must be happy with the upward trend of their foreign trade. Not long ago 
Soviet economists were saying that the key to Britain's foreign policy is foreign trade. They now 
recognize it as a key to policies in many other countries and they are exploiting it to undermine 
the world position of the United States. 


The Reds, for example, are waging a campaign to convince the Iranians that U. S. exports 
of canned goods and Hollywood films to Iran are disrupting Iran's economy and preventing develop- 
ment of industries in that country. 


Similarly, they are trying to convince Italians that the drop in their foreign trade is caused 
by cut-throat competition for foreign markets from the Americans and the West Germans. The Red 
advice is for the Italians to trade with the Soviet Union. 


In another campaign, the communists are trying to convince the British they are suffering 
because West German exporters are squeezing them out of markets in the Near East while Americans 
are squeezing them out of the West German market. 


Meanwhile, Red trade experts are wooing the Arabs with promises that the Iron Curtain coun- 
tries can deliver goods more cheaply than the Americans can because "the Arab countries are near 
to the Soviet Union" and transportation costs would be lower. 


Special Case of Japan 


While using a combination of trade propaganda and trade offers to turn countries in Europe 


and the Near East against the United States, the Reds are giving special attention to the case of 
Japan. 


In the past year Japan imported one billion dollars more in goods than it exported and even 
with American aid it wound up the year with a net deficit of $310 million. As a result Japanese 
manufacturers are looking for markets and for cheap sources of raw materials. 


Both Red China and the Soviet Union need manufactured goods to speed their industrialization 
plans and have raw materials they can export, a combination which makes them attractive to many 
Japanese. Radio Moscow noted this trend October 29 when it reported, " Japanese business circles 
are showing a great interest in economic contacts with the Soviet Union." 


What are the real goals of Red trade which "wooly thinking" is hiding from some people in 
the West? Yuri A. Rastvorov, former MVD officer who fled to the West, indicates in a "Life" 
magazine article that a major goal is to import strategic materials to build up the Soviet bloc's 
military-economic potential, because the Reds believe armed conflict with the West will only be 
possible when the Soviet bloc equals or surpasses the military-economic potential of the West. 
Toward the same end, they are using trade and trade propaganda in every possible way to divide 
the powers of the free world and to isolate the United States. 


Communist trade is a powerful triple-threat weapon in the arsenal of co-existence, and one 
which is likely to be used even more strongly against the West during the coming year. 


REPORT ON RED MOVIES 


The National Council of American-Soviet Friendship has disclosed that it has a number of 
16 mm Soviet films for loan to American educational and community organizations. 
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The availability of films on such subjects as "Building in Moscow", "In the Pioneer Palaces", 
and "Children of Stalingrad" in the U. S. marks a new trend in the use of films by the Soviet Union. 
An increasing number of films are being used to present a favorable picture of conditions inside of 
the U. S. S. R., to help consolidate friendships between motion picture producers in the Soviet 
Union and in other countries, and to undermine the prestige of the U. S. abroad. 


Charles Chaplin's two sons — Sidney and Charles, Jr. — for example, are stars in a film, 
“Columbus Discovers Kraehwinkel," currently playing in West Germany. They play two ex-Gl's 
who cooperate with a Nazi-like mayor in taking over a Bavarian town by opening a drug store 
filled with jukeboxes, slot machines, and a whiskey-dispensing soda fountain. The film, ob- 
viously designed to defame American life, was produced by Walter Koppel, formerly associated 
with DEFA, the Communist-controlled film monopoly in East Germany. 


Chaplin Wins Red Award 


Meanwhile, in October this year, the "international peace fighter" Chaplin was given an 
International Peace Prize by Petur Yankov, head of the district cinema administration in Sofia, 
Bulgaria. The Reds also gave their approval to "Salt of the Earth", produced by the Mine, Mill 
and Smelter Workers Union here, by awarding it the grand prize at the Prague Film Festival 
earlier this year. 


Major communist film efforts, however, are being devoted to strengthening the bonds be- 
tween the people of the Soviet Union and those of France, Italy, India and Japan. And not only 
are approved films from these countries being "dubbed" in Russia for showings in the U.S. S. R., 
but special film festivals are also being held to honor films from different countries. 


A festival of Italian films was held in March, and featured many of the Italian films already 
seen in America, such as "The Bicycle Thief", and "Rome 11 O'Clock", plus some such as "Naples 
Millionaire" and "No Peace Under the Olive Trees" which probably have not appeared here. 


The festival of Indian films in September featured "Two Bigha of Land", the story of peasants 
struggle for a small plot of land, and "Vagabond", a story of social inequality which drives youth 
to crime. These films inspired a commentator in the Soviet publication, "News" of October 1954, 
to say, “We feel that the development of progressive cinema art in India is in the hands of gifted 
and intelligent people." 


Communist Film Showings Increase 


All in all, Radio Moscow reports, that Soviet film exchanges had increased greatly during 
1954. Anatoli Zakharevich, assistant chief of Soviet export films, said Soviet films had been seen 
by moviegoers “in France, Italy, Great Britain, Argentina and Uruguay", and that the "Soviet 
Union had been visited by cinema people from India, Hungary, Mexico, Brazil and other countries." 


Soviet films as well are shown at the Stanley Theater in New York City, and there have been 
recent reports that the Reds are interested in buying U. S. films for showing behind the Iron Curtain. 
So far, the Motion Picture Export Association has turned down Red offers to obtain U. S. films. 

The State Department, wary of the use to which the Reds probably would put U. S. motion pictures, 
has made it clear it does not approve of allowing Reds to show American films, especially with 
dubbed in Russian conversation or sub-titles. 


Announcement that the technical facilities of the Soviet movie industry are being expanded, 
however, indicates that the entire free world will be faced with a growing flood of Red films in the 
coming year. 


REDS ANTIRELIGION DRIVE TAKES A NEW TWIST 


The November 11 decree of the Communist Party of the Soviet Union ordering communists to 
curb their antireligion drive illustrates the difficulty of correctly estimating communist attitudes 
and intentions. 
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The decree, warning antireligion workers to stop persecuting and insulting Soviet churchgoers 
and clergymen, ended a long press campaign against religion, marked by the denunciation of 
various creeds and religious practices. 


To the outside world, Radio Moscow broadcast: “It is only natural in the U. S. S. R. that 
religion exercises its customary functions. The Slav population mainly professes the orthodox 
faith, while in the Asiatic regions the Mohammedan faith is prevalent. In the Western parts of 
the U. S. S. R, in the Baltic Republics, there are many Catholics. Moreover, there exist the 
Jewish and Evangelical faiths and various sects. In the churches mass is celebrated regularly, 
marriages are solemnized, and so forth. They (Soviet citizens) have the uncontested right to 
make religious propaganda, be it by the spoken word or the press." 


Is this a change in basic Marxism-Leninism which teaches athiestic-materialism and calls 
for communists to deny the existence of God? Notatall. Rather, it signifies that the violent 
antireligion drive had failed to get results in the U. S. S. R. and was hurting the promotion of the 
communists’ co-existence policy abroad. 


Communists Are Still Athiests 


A closer reading of the decree discloses that it warns antireligion workers that "insulting 
attacks against believers and the clergy can only lead to strengthening and even intensifying 
religious prejudices among the people." 


And another Red radio broadcast, reported by the U. S. Information Agency, indicates that 
under cover of a tolerant attitude toward religion, the Reds actually are increasing their attacks 
on it. That broadcast declared, "We possess great possibilities for conducting militant aggressive 
scientific-atheistic propaganda. Of course, the struggle against religious ideology must be done 
skillfully because primitive forms of antireligious propaganda can only insult the religious feelings 
of believers. The interests of communist construction demand the most rapid liquidation of the 
remnants of capitalism (religious beliefs) in the consciousness of the people. Party, Soviet, trade 
union, and Komsomol organizations are called upon to use all their resources and abilities to 
raise the consciousness of the workers and to liquidate religious beliefs." 


So confident are the communists of victory over religion that Radio Moscow reported, "At 
the present time, as a result of the victory of socialism and the liquidation of the exploiter classes 
in the U. S. S. R., the social roots of religion have been undermined and the base on which the 
church relied has been destroyed." The Reds very slyly add that "the majority of ministers (in the 
U.S. S. R.) have pledged loyalty to the government". That's the real tip-off for the new 
direction of their anti-religion drive for the Reds have taken over the idea of "the devil preach- 
ing the gospel" and have been training their own "ministers" to preach a Red approved gospel 
from the pulpits. By easing the attack on the churches from the outside, they now figure they 
can aid the attempt at subversion from within. 


The Reds still believe that "science and religion are radically opposed to one another" and 
that science eventually will triumph. 


The communists' decree on antireligion propaganda contains two elements of hope for anti- 
communists and the entire free world. One is that they have not, and, in fact, cannot find a 
way to stem the growing strength of religious belief which is sweeping the world, and which 
ultimately will defeat their so-called scientific-atheism. 


The other reason for hope is quite different and somewhat less sure. But it's this. The Party 
decree was signed by Nikita S. Khrushchev, Secretary of the Party's Central Committee, an act 
which appears to run counter to Malenkov's declared policy which has been for all of the inner 
circle to sign these decrees. When Stalin lived, only he issued this personal signature on Party 
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decrees. During Beria's time of strength he, too, issued sweeping orders on his own authority. 
Perhaps the sudden change in attitude toward antireligion propaganda is the first sign of a new 
struggle for power in the Kremlin's inner circle. 


RED ATTACK ON WEST GERMANY 


Now that French ratification of the European Defense Community has been defeated, a 
major Red effort is being exerted to block West German support of the London-Paris agreements . 
For these agreements would accomplish virtually the same goal as the EDC — to permit West 
Germany to raise an army in its own self-defense. 


Day after day Reds pound the ears of West Germans with arguments designed to influence 
them to reject the London-Paris agreements. While "Pravda", of November 6, 1954, piously 
states the Soviet Union never interferes in the internal affairs of other states, an all-out attempt is 
being made to interfere with West Germans' free choice on the question of their own rearmament. 


How is this done? The answer lies in the fact that peoples' actions are determined by their 
thoughts. A basic principle of all communist propaganda offensives is to force a target group to 
think in certain, pre-determined patterns. In the case of West Germany, the desired pattern of 
thought was revealed by Gilbert de Chambrun, a member of the French Parliament, speaking at the 
communist-dominated World Peace Council in Stockholm, Sweden, November 19. 


Patterns of Thought 


De Chambrun declared, "| ask you: what German, unless he is a Nazi, would prefer the 
arming of Germany to the prosperity of his country? What sensible person would reconcile himself 
to the risk of war for the pleasure of arming Germany?" 


The same pattern is supported by V. M. Molotov, who claimed during the Berlin Conference 
earlier this year that the rearming of West Germany is a step to war, while an unarmed West Ger- 
many in a communist-sponsored European collective security organization would be a step toward peace. 


Every speaker at the World Peace Council meeting supported this one pattern of thought, that 
European countries face the revival of German militarism and a divided Europe leading to war on one 
hand, or Soviet-sponsored collective security leading to peace on the other. 


Even more pointed propaganda is being aimed at the West Germans. Reds in East Germany are 
sending out one broadcast after another trying to convince them that the new German army will be 
run by Americans, who are preparing for a new war, and that the Germans will be annihilated when 
the war comes: On the other hand, they say Germany could be reunited by Christmas 1954 if West 
Germans accept a new Soviet offer "pointing the road to peace, sovereignty, prosperity and national 
greatness." 


By such appeals, the Reds hope to play upon the German desire for reunification, and on their 
opposition to a new war which would devastate German towns. At the same time, the Reds hope to 
drown out the effectiveness of other arguments presented to the West Germans with the sheer volume 
of their propaganda. 


What the Reds fear is that an independent West Germany will become "the dominating force in 
Western Europe", as Radio Moscow reported, November 4, 1954, and will exert a strong pull on their 
enslaved brothers in East Germany, a factor which would work toward the liberation of East Germany 
from the communist yoke. 


Chancellor Adenauer apparently realizes that communist propaganda is effective in influencing 
peoples' actions as it was in the case of EDC. Perhaps someday, the Western powers will develop an 
antidote to the communists' mass persuasion campaigns. Meanwhile, the more quickly action is taken 
on the London-Paris agreements, the better are Adenauer's chances of success.
